Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and fre- 
quently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how can I 
get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may be exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior. Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to 
a stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 
require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider adopt- 
ing a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since your 
cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. Cause 
for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well as the 
Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available for 
adoption at this time of year.

A plaque citing 
the many achievements and accomplishments of Mr. Ro- 
drigues was unveiled, mounted to the rock that sits at the 
entrance to the Bulldog athletic complex. 

Mr. Rodrigues led the Old Rochester Athletic 
Department from 1983 until 2001 with a zest that touched 
every person he came in contact with. As many have said, 
'To know Mr. Rod was to like the man/' Some would go 
further and say that know the man was to love him. 

Current ORR AD Bill Tilden recalled how 
shocked he was Mr. Rodrigues called and asked that he 
join the coaching staff at his alma mater. Mr. Tilden had 
no experience as a coach at the time of the call but Ro- 
drigues believed that Tilden was the right person for the 
job. When Tilden asked why he was chosen to the post 
Rodrigues replied, "I picked you because you will care 
about those kids more than anybody else that I could pick 
would/' The compliment threw Mr. Tilden aback as his 
mind raced to the days when he was a student athlete at 
ORR and Mr. Rodrigues told him, "I will always believe 
in you more than you will believe in yourself/' In becom- 
ing the Athletic Director Mr. Tilden had come full circle, 
thanks in large part to his mentor, the man he helped to 
honor. 

In the end, after all of the speeches and words of 
praise were complete the crowd that had gathered to pay 
tribute to Mr. Rod gave a toast. The toast was both simple 
and fitting. The crowd drank to the memory of Joao Ro- 
drigues by taking a sip of his favorite beverage Dr. Pepper 
mixed with Cherry Cola. Mr. Tilden explained that this 
was a tradition at ORR for all of the athletes who play in 
the Bulldog red. When you drink this drink you join not 
only a team, you become a member of a family. A family 
that began with a man everyone called Mr. Rod. 

Mattapoisett Historical Society 

Visitors were treated to a trip around the world 
at the Mattapoisett Historical Society, 5 Church St. in 
Mattapoisett, MA on Saturday, October 20 th as Friends 
Academy music teachers, Vi Taylor and Jim Bean taught 
families about the SouthCoast whaling history and the 
tradition of sea chanteys. From the Bark Gay Head which 
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chronicles a ship built in Mattapoisett and crewed by area 
men to John Kanaka, another chantey, participants sang 
and reenacted life on board the ship. 

Everyone sang South Australia as volunteers 
used ropes to simulate hoisting the sails. Using shakers 
and drums, children accompanied Essequibo River and 
Santianno. Along the way, terms such as duff (pudding), 
cooper (barrel maker), flukes (tail of the whate) and land 
sharks (unscrupulous people) were explained in context 
of the songs that were sung. 

A hula called E Pele was performed by the 
whole group while singing the Hawaiian lyrics. The 
song describes how Pele, goddess of the volcano, erupts. 
Volunteers played traditional Hawaiian instruments such 
as an ipu or large, hollow gourd and bamboo sticks called 
pu illi. Vi Taylor attended a teacher institute on Molokai, 
Hawaii through the New Bedford Whaling Museum's 
ECHO program (Education through Cultural and His- 
torical Organizations) where she learned about Hawaii's 
connection to the New Bedford whaling history. 

At the program's end, everyone was invited to 
try their luck playing the nose flute, ipu gourd, the drums 
and shakers. Vi Taylor and Jim Bean value the idea of 
children learning about history through music as a means 
of passing on culture. 

Two Rochester Churches Approved 
for Nomination to National Register 

William Francis Galvin, Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, is pleased to announce that the Massachu- 
setts Historical Commission approved the East Rochester 
Church & Cemetery, and the North Rochester Congre- 
gational Church for nomination to the National Register 
of Historic Places at its September 12, 2007 meeting. The 
nominations will be submitted to the National Register of 
Historic Places at the National Park Service in Washing- 
ton, DC, for final consideration and designation. 

"The Massachusetts Historical Commission is 
dedicated to preserving the Commonwealth's rich ar- 
chaeological, architectural, cultural, and historic resourc- 
es," Secretary Galvin said. "Inclusion of this property on 
the National Register will help to protect our heritage for 
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generations to come." 

The East Rochester Church and Cemetery in 
Rochester have been the symbolic public center for a 
linear rural neighborhood since 1828, when the cemetery 
was established. Erected in 1857, this wood-frame Greek 
Revival church building has been known, variously, as 
the Methodist Protestant Church, Pierceville Meeting 
House, and, since 1892, East Rochester Congregational 
Church. 

The East Rochester Church and Cemetery is one 
of 10 resources around the Commonwealth approved for 
nomination to the National Register of Historic Places by 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission at this meeting. 

The North Rochester Congregational Church, a 
l^-story wood-frame Greek Revival church, was erected 
in 1841. It is in the isolated northwest corner of the largely 
rural town. It is the third meetinghouse for the commu- 
nity of North Rochester, which became a separate civic 
entity in 1748. It was designed by regionally important 
Mattapoisett architect Solomon K. Eaton and is an impor- 
tant example of the use of the Greek Revival style for an 
ecclesiastical structure. 

The North Rochester Congregational Church is 
one of 10 resources around the Commonwealth approved 
for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places 
by the Massachusetts Historical Commission at this meet- 
ing. 

Secretary Galvin serves as Chairman of the 17- 
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member board, which meets regularly and considers 
historic resources eligible for the National Register four 
times a year. 

The National Register is the nation's official list- 
ing of significant cultural resources. In Massachusetts, 
there are over 65,000 properties listed in the National Reg- 
ister. The Massachusetts Historical Commission has been 
administering the National Register of Historic Places 
program in Massachusetts since 1966. 

The Massachusetts Historical Commission is the 
office of the State Historic Preservation Officer and the 
State Archaeologist. It was established in 1963 to identify, 
evaluate, and protect important historical and archaeo- 
logical assets of the Commonwealth. Visit our website to 
learn more about the Commission's programs (www. sec.

Night Shift

30Days of Night. Starring Josh Hartnett and Melissa George. Directed 
by David Slade. Running time: 113 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

30 Days of Night is something of a John Carpenter portmanteau 
— it combines elements of his Assault on Precinct 13, The Thing, and 
Vampires — but it's a better Carpenter movie than he himself has 
managed in recent years. It's not a classic, but it's good blood-spattered 
fun. The premise, taken from Steve Niles' and Ben Templesmith's 
murkily rendered comic book, is ingenious: A group of vampires 
single out an Alaskan town wherein the sun goes down for a month 
and stays down. No sun, no worries about deadly sunlight. What the 
vamps plan to do after they've bled the town dry is, I suppose, the 
sort of logical question that kills a really nifty-sounding idea. 

This is another endurance-test role for Josh Hartnett, who once 
rode out 40 Days and 40 Nights of celibacy and now, as the town's 
sheriff Eben, must keep himself and a few survivors alive for a month 
of darkness. You got a timetable movie, Hartnett's your guy. He doesn't 
have much chops as a dramatic actor — like Jennifer Garner, he seems 
more comfortable in light romantic comedy — but he projects some 
decency and smarts, and that's roughly all he needs. He's joined by 
fellow lightweight Melissa George as Eben's estranged wife and fel- 
low law enforcer Stella, which gives Hartnett a chance to quote from 
Brando ("Stellaaaaa!") if not act like him. 

Yeah, but 30 Days of Night would survive even with Paris Hilton 
playing both parts. The vampires are terrific — animalistic, speak- 
ing to each other in their strange, guttural language. (Their subtitled 
dialogue is just off-kilter enough to make them seem like aliens.) They 
warm up by sneaking around town before the prolonged sundown, 
torching all the cell phones, and so on. Many of the townspeople take 
off for the month, leaving only a few stragglers. Once the airplane 
departs for Anchorage, that's it — the place is cut off by 80 miles of 
ice. Snowy isolation, of course, provided some of the nihilistic chills 
of Carpenter's The Thing — no one will rescue you out here. "No 
God," the vampire leader (Danny Huston) clarifies. Nature is red in 
tooth and claw. 




Much of the movie is a matter of moving the human protagonists 
here and there as they try to keep quiet. It doesn't take long for 30 Days 
of Night to enter its ruthless Assault on Precinct 13 mode, in which 
there's no time for anything but survival. If done tightly and well, 
though, such a movie is logistically entertaining — certainly more so 
than director David Slade's previous feature, the sordid Hard Candy, 
also about the terrors of isolation. With a superior script to work with 
(by Niles, Stuart Beattie, and Hard Candy writer Brian Nelson), Slade 
works the bleak wasteland for all the spooky atmosphere and harsh 
beauty it's worth, and he does some scary things with barely-glimpsed 
vampires hopping from roof to roof or emerging from shadow, always 
out of focus in the deep background. There's even, I think, a nod to 
Night of the Living Dead with a little vampire girl feasting on a fresh 
corpse. 

30 Days of Night compresses the comic book quite a bit, discard- 
ing some subplots and characters, but retains workable elements 
like a vampire wannabe (Ben Foster) who shambles into town in 
the movie's stunning first scene. "That cold ain't the weather," says 
this stranger, "it's death approachin'." Dialogue like that makes me 
happy, and horror movies need more of it. David Slade knows how 
to make an audience squirm and gasp — a viewing of the lengthy 
sequence in Hard Candy when Ellen Page is looming over the tied- 
down, pantsless Patrick Wilson with a scalpel confirms that — but 
in 30 Days of Night he uses that knowledge to announce himself as 
a bona fide horror director, not just a gimmicky indie director. Good. 
My beloved genre needs more filmmakers who know what they're 
doing.
